He believed 
oe one thing that kept them away was being uh- 
able to shoet, Those were the very men they 
wanted ; in order (g teach them, and he could 
tell any man who readin the papers what he 
‘said; that without exaggeration they . could 
teach him to shoot, ‘The retums made up 
by Mr. Davis showed astonishing results made 
by men who had rieyer fired: a rifle, ‘so there 
was no feason for keeping out because a man 
could not shoot. Every man should be able to 
hold ‘a yeapon in defence of his hearth and 
home, and should seize this oppor:unity and 
learn (applause). . Fifty per cent. ofthe present 
members of the Association could not shoot 
‘when they joined, but were now quite useful 
thots: some pf them made frequently at 
the butts 30 out of 35 possible, after twelve 
months’ training (applause). After thanking 
HE. the Governor, the General, the Com- 
modore and others for the sssistance and 
encouragement which the Ascociation had 
received at their hands since it started, 
and the donors of the different cups which 
were shot for, including Mr. G. Murray Bain, 
hesnid that “cup shooting is ail very. well, and 
an excellent thing. by way’ of encouragement, 
but this Association is not a sporting associa- 
io tion ; it isa serious one an associntion formed 
for the purpose of taking part in the defence of 
the country, not for the firing df of bullets at 
targete for the purpose of winning cups, Itis 
to train the manhood of this Colony to shoot 
with a rifle inorder that—shoultl the time un- 
chappily ever come—the Association would be 
able to take is place in conjunction with the 
allied forces of the Crown.
